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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending Schogkidlmmittes of Richmond respect- 
fully present the following Report for the year ending March 
Ist, 1879. 

There have been elevenyschools kept in town the past year. 
District No. 4, not having a sufficient number of pupils, has 
had no school for two successive years. No. 10 has this year 
united with No. 9 in Swanzey. 

The average length of schools for the year has been 19.25 
weeks; the aggregate number of weeks of school, 212; whole 
number of scholars, 163; cost per scholar, $6.78; average 
attendance, 125.38 ; cost per scholar, based upon the average 
attendance, $8.82; number of tardies, 134; dismissals, 37; 
visits by citizens and others, 528; visits by the Superintend- 
ing Committee, 51. 

We have introduced into eight of our schools a new series 
of readers, known as the ‘‘ Franklin Readers.” The introduc- - 
tion should be completed the ensuing year, and, in all cases, 
those having to purchase should get these books, that the 
uniformity may be preserved. Sets are placed in each teach- 
er’s desk at the expense of the publishers. 

It is greatly to be lamented that so much time has been lost 
by absences and non-attendance. There needs to be a general 
awakening in behalf of the cause of education among us. 
Teachers should constantly strive for improvement in method, 
and for higher attainments in knowledge. 

More pains should be taken in keeping the-register. Being 
different from those formerly used, we doubt not that they 
were imperfectly understood, but there has evidently been a 
want of care, on the part of some, which has caused us much 
perplexity. 

The ‘‘ Roll of Honor” includes the names of those scholars 
who have been present every half day of a term without being 
tardy.

District No. 1.—C. W. Conway, Prudential Committee ; 


Addie E. Healey, of Winchester, teacher. Miss Healey is 
well known by our citize ns as a thorough, energetic teacher, 


and the faithfulness with van 


ch he discharged her duties 
during both terms of this school, was gratifying to the Com- 
mittee, and called forth praise from the visitors at the close of 
the Fall term. Especial attention was given to Spelling, a 
branch too often neglected in school. r 

No. 2.—Amos Lawrence, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer term was taught by Mrs. Emma _J. Franklin. She 
was highly recommended, and appeatitsten in the school- 
room. The class commencing written arithmetic did very 
nicely, but the examination in some classes did not quite meet 
our expectations. 

The Fall term was taught by Julia E. Wilson, of Fitzwil- 
liam. This was Miss Wilson’s first attempt at teaching. The 
scholars were young and not far advanced, yet she managed 
them so well that we count this among our most successful 


‘terms. 


No. 3.—G. H. Taylor, Prudential Committee. This is one 
of the smallest districts in town. The Summer term was 
taught by Mrs. Ida G. Perry, of Swanzey, with fair results. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Ella F. Phillips, of Wo- 
burn, Mass. Only one visit was made by the Committee. 
The order was good ; the teacher seemed to be trying to make 
good use of her time; the scholars were very attentive to their 
studies. The term closed, for aught we know, satisfactory 
to all. 

No. 5.—H. M. Carlton, Prudential Committee. Both 
terms were taught by Mrs. Mary S. Parsons of this town, a 
teacher of large experience in former years. ‘The results were 
very commendable. Much attention was paid to reading, a 
study to often neglected in our schools. <A few tried to study 
written arithmetic. Some succeeded very well. If others had 
studied the mental they would have derived more benefit. 
Only one instance of tardiness occurred during the year. 
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No. 6.—Jonathan C. Bryant, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer term, under the charge of Miss Maria P. Bolles, 
made four terms, in succession that she had taught in this 
district, during which the school steadily advanced. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Mr. P. H. Bliss, 
of Royalston, Mass., whose experience and standing in society 
claimed our confidence at the outset. His labors, during the 
Fall term, were, as far as we know, satisfactory to all. When 
the Committee visited the school in the Winter, it appeared to 
be in a thriving condition. Not being present at the exami- 
nation of this term, we cannot judge of the actual improve- 
ment. 

No. 7.—Henry Bullock, Prudential Committee. Both 
terms were taught by Miss L. Isabel Cass, who had the 
charge of this school last year. We are pleased with the 
attention which she gives to composition, also to reading and 
spelling. Those present at the examination of the Summer 
term must have been satisfied that the time had been well 
improved. We were unable to visit the school at the close of 
the Winter term. 

No. 8.—Summer term, Orrin B. Howe, Prudential Com- 
mittee ; Kate M. Flint, of Winchester, teacher. The progress 
made compared favorably with that of other schools, and had 
there been a more rigid discipline, the examination would have 
been quite pleasing to the Committee. 

Winter term, Henry O. Curtis, Prudential Committee. 
This term was taught by James C. Longley, who is glad to 
report that the scholars gave him much pleasure by their 
prompt attention to his requirements, as well as by the 
general interest manifested in their studies. 

No. 9.—Ozial Ballou, Prudential Committee. There were 
three terms in this district, which were under the instruction 
of Miss Attie H. Aldrich, of this town. Although this was 
her first attempt at teaching, the results were very commend- 
able. Much improvement was made in all branches pursued. 
Reading, spelling and grammar, received considerable atten- 
tion. Order prevailed in the school-room. The scholars were 
very attentive to their studies, and trying to please the 
teacher, gained benefit for themselves. 


No. 13.—Richard Bowen, Prudential Committee. The 
Summer term was taught by Miss H. Elsie Williams, of 
Keene. ‘The school appeared very well, though there was 
not that life and energy that we like to see. The scholars 
were not so attentive to their studies as they should have 
been in order to receive lasting benefit, yet some improve- 
ment was made. The parents do not take that interest in 
the school which they should. ; 

The Fall term was commenced by Miss Flora A. Whitcomb, 
of Fitzwilliam. At our first visit the school appeared well; 
the teacher seemed to be trying to do her duty. After keep- 
ing a few weeks the school closed, unknown to your Commit- 
tee, and the register not being Properly filled out, we are 
unable to give you a full report. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss L. Olive Barrus, 
whose success as a teacher is well known. Owing to the non- 
attendance and removal of some, there were but a small num- 
ber present at the examination. Good improvement was 
made in the various branches taught; the scholars showed 
that their time had been well spent; their answers were 
prompt and correct. We are sorry to see so few of the | 
parents’ names on the roll of visitors. 

No. 14.—Henry Amidon, Prudential Committee. Both 
terms were taught by Miss L. Olive Barrus. We have 
always considered her one of our best teachers. She under- 
takes nothing in the school-room that she does not thoroughly 
carry out, and exacts from her pupils a full compliance with 
her regulations. 

No. 16.—C. H. Lyon, Prudential Committee. Only one 
term in this district, taught by Miss Maverette E. Sprague, of 
this town. This was Miss Sprague’s first school. She did 
not seem to have the tact for teaching that some manifest, but 
the school appeared very well, and resulted in average 
improvement.
